That gives Shotton's slugging pair 
a combined mark of .354, with 324 
safeties in 914 times at bat. 

That, however, is not all. Just 
how much these athletes have ac- 
complished for the good of the 
“Sleepytown” Nationals, is evinced 
from the following figures: A 


Account for Half of Phils Runs. 
Combined the two have scored 
214 runs. 
216. Deducting 53 home runs, this 
means they have been responsible 
for 377 of the 669 tallies, which 
the Phillies have scored. It does 
not take a great deal of figuring 
to find that they have thus been 
responsible for 55 per cent of the 
tallies scored by the Phillies this 
season. 

Just to prove how these figures 
stand out, take the cage of Babe 
Ruth and Lou Gehrig. These two 
Yankee stars are usually regarded 
as being the great run-producing 
duo in the majors. But on the 1932 
play, they are forced to take a 
back seat to Klein and Hurst. Ruth 
and Géhrig have scored 188 runs 
and batted in 226 (minus 58 home 
runs) for a total of 356.

Job-Making Methods Outlined 
by Chief Engineer of High- 
way Department. 


By the Associated Press. / 
JEFFERSON CITY, Aug: 16.— 


The emergency program of the 
de- 
signed to give employment to 12,- 
000 extra men, was outlined yes- 
terday by Chief Engineer T. H. 
Cutler at a meeting here attended 
by all Highway Department bureau 
chiefs and their assistants and all 
division engineers and their assist- 
ants. 

Gov. Caulfield, who spoke brief- 


“ly, praised the Highway Depart- 


ment for taking every available 
step within the law“ to help relieve 
the unemployment situation in Mis- 
souri. 

“The duty of the State to her 
people cannot be ignored.“ the Gov- 
ernor said. The existing condi- 
tions do not justify the exploitation 
of labor by the State nor by the 
contractors doing business for - 
State.“ 

Under the emergency Program. 
manpower will replace machine op- 
eration wherever possible.

shown that failure in the supply 


of oxygen to the infant in its em- 
bryonic state, disturbances in gu- 
trition, chemicai influences, the et- 
fects of poisons, variations in tem- 
perature and psychical influence 
such as the emotional state of the 
mother before the child is dora 
can affect adversely normal pre- 
natal development. 

A sharp biow on the abdomen 
when affecting the reproductive 
system can have serious conse- 
quences. Hemorrhage may occur, 
producing a disturbance in the nu- 
trition of the child. 

Similarly such hemorrhage may 
also be set up by certain disease 
conditions of the mother, such as 
nephritis, tumors, by certain infec- 
tious disease, for example, typhoia 
fever, and by certain poisons. 
Nearly all malformations origi- 
nate in the first three months of 
embryonic life, at a time when the 
development of the child's form is 
most rapid. 

This is an added point in favor 
of careful medical supervision of 
the expectant mother.
